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Last week the school tax problem had 
its day in the headlines when 5,000 educa- 
tors, P-T. A. members, laborers, women’s 
club leaders and garden club members and 
several educational organizations massed at 
the capitol in support of new revenue mea- 
sures which would be earmarked for edu- 
cation, 

It is easy for people to associate them- 
selves with a popular crusade like this, es- 
pecially when the need is so apparent, That 
some funds are needed is questioned by no 
one. The only matter to be determined is 
how much can be raised for schools without 
hamstringing the state’s economy. 

But of all the thousands of words 
written about this mass pressure group des- 
cending on the legislature, not one men- 
tions anyone asking for economy and 
efficient operation of our schools. Frankly, 
it looks like the vast majority of the 
throng had no real conception of the savy- 
ings that can be made in Alabama through 
consolidation of schools and proper handl- 
ing of school buses, 

Instead of asking members of this 
pressure group how tax money should be 
raised, reporters might have queried them 
on how many school board meetings they 
had attended. Of the 5,000 persons in the 
State Capitol last week, we would be will- 
ing to bet not over 500 had ever attended 
a meeting of their local school board. Of 


| the 500 who might have attended, we'll 


further wager not one of them sat through 
the entire meeting. 

After seven years of grass roots news- 
papering in three states, we have seen pre- 
cious few teachers and members of the P- 
T. A, at school board meetings. When they 
did come, it was to deal with a spacific 
problem. Standard procedure for school 
board chairmen is to take care of all dele- 
gations or individuals at the beginning of 
the meeting. This way the visitors won’t be 
forced to sit through an entire meeting and 
learn something of other problems facing 
education. The visitors would have been

none of them cared about the overall prob- 
lems facing education in their community. 

Never have we seen a representative 
of labor, a woman's club or garden club at 
a school board meeting. Last but not least, 
we have never seen a state representative 
or senator get down to study the pick and 
shovel work done at school board meetings. 
Without even knowing the names of all the 
state legislators on the House Ways and 
Means and Senate Finance committees, it 
is safe to say not over two of them have 
been to a board of education session. 

Presented with a picture of dire needs 
in Alabama schools and overwhelmed by 
the well-organized pressure group which 
descended upon them, legislators will right- 
ly vote new taxes for school revenues. 
Chances are they won't have the necessary 
background in educational problems to in- 
sist on the proper use of this new money. 

These legislators most likely are una- 
ware of the federal school survey run in 
many counties, Studying population trends 
and pin-pointing on a map the location of 
every student, recommendations were made 
as to the closing of certain schools. Before 
any maintenance or construction funds are 
given to a county, it should be made abso- 
lutely certain that no money is being wast- 
ed on run down country schools where the 
population is drifting away. Consolidation 
should be made mandatory and some power 
over supervision of bus routes given to the 
state. Some rural patrons are asking for a 
virtual taxi service by school buses for their 
children. 

Using tax money, trained educators 
have set up a plan for schools in many 
Alabama counties. They have taken into 
account present plant facilities and studied 
population trends so that maximum bene- 
fit will be obtained ten years from now on 
money spent today. The legislature should 
insist on a plan for spending the money 
they are providing, for education, otherwise 
a lot of good tax revenue is going to be 
thrown away on schools that are gradually 
losing their pupils. 


| Rep. Stokes Has Partially Destroyed His Effectiveness 


again in Coffee County, we have no doubt 
Governor Folsom would again sweep the 
field against his opponents but we doubt 
if Stokes would make the grade. 

As to whether Rep. Stokes has sup- 
ported the major portions of the Folsom 
platform, we will let the readers decide. For 
the two special sessions of the legislature, 
House Speaker Fite and administration 
floor leaders Hawkins and Dawkins, compil- 
ed a list of 16 votes critical to the adminis- 
tration program, On this list, Stokes voted 
with the administration 11 times, against 
twice, and was in the cabbage patch three 
times (didn’t vote). 

Coffee County’s representative agreed 
with the administration on the broad as- 
pects of the old age pension and highway 
bills on 11 votes. This includes the major 
bills and passing or tabling several amend- 
ments to both. He voted against tabling two 
amendments and was in the cabbage patch 
When it was time to vote on the 10 per 
cent increase in the whiskey tax and two 
other motions vital to the administration. 

As what the Advertiser would call 33rd 
degree Folsom supporters, we believe Rep. 
Stokes could have done better than support 
the administration in only 63 percent of its 
critical legislative trials. 

We feel he would have accomplished 
much more for his constituents by realiz- 
ing he has to consider not only his own per- 
sonal point of view but that of the voters 
who sent him to Montgomery. Then a very 
poor choice of words was made in defenc- 
jng the actions he has taken. There is no 
telling how dearly this will cost him in po- 
litical power and in effectiveness as the 
middle man between the state government 
and the county. 

Stokes said the Governor will have to 
call on the legislators many times during 
the next three and one-half years he is in 
office. That is true, but in behalf of his 
constituents Stokes will make countless 
more trips to Montgomery and the state 
capitol seeking aid and favors. His ill- 
advised statements will make it difficult 
for him to get in many doors on Capitol 
Hill. Constituents might find it a handicap 
for him to plead their cause.
